Capital and the arbitration of all dis- 
putes botwsen employers and em- 
ployees; tho protection of American 
l-ibor by preventing the introduction 
of cheap lubor from foreign countries, 
and tho absolute coatrol by tho Gov- 
ernment of all railroad and telegraph 
lines. 


Tho U. S. A. also daolarea for a finan- 


cial system that shall supply the peo- 
ple with a sound circulating medium, 
cansisting of gold and silver coin and 
United States Treasury notes, each and 
all of which shall be legal tender for 
all debts, public and private, and tho 
establishment of Government postal 
savings banks. 


Why it should be necebsary to organ- 


ize a secret political society to advo- 
cate such measures has not been made 
apparent. There is nothing particu- 
larly objectionable in any of tho prin- 
ciples laid down in the platform, anil 
unless there is something in the organ- 
ization that his not bssn given to tho 
public, there seems to be uo reason 
why it should IDD secret. Many who 
balievo in the principles enunciated by 
the U. S. A. will, because of a dislikt) 
for saereb political organizations, be 
deterrad from co-operating with it.

the House and agree upon a compro- 
mise more secure and report it to the 
Senate and let the Senate pass upon it. 


The most interesting feature of the 


day was a vote upon going into execn- 
ti% e session to stave off the considera- 
tion of the Hill resolution. Yesterday 
it was shown that there was a majority 
of eleven in a vote continuing the dis- 
cussion and hearing details of tariff 
differences. To-day the vote was a tie, 
the Vice-President deciding, the vole 
being with his party. Senator Stewart, 
.vhose refusal to vote on three succes- 
sive motions ten days ago, caused a tie 
to-day again by abstaining from voting. 
Another important feature of the affair 
was a telegram from Senator Irby 
which placed him in line with his Dem- 
ocratic colleagues in favor of the tariff 
bill. 


The Senate amendment to the Sundry 


Civil bill was agreed to by the House 
after an animated debate. The propo- 
sition is to give each of the arid land 
States one million acres of surveyed 
arid public lauds to be reclaimed by 
irrigation. 


Representative Wilson and 
Mont- 


gomery, House Conferees, and Repre- 
sentative Strauss of Now York had a 
conference with Secretary Gresbam to- 
night at which the tariff situation was 
discussed, and careful consideration 
given the proposition to have the House 
t'iko tho Ssnato bill in its entirety and 
subsequently correct any defects by 
pabsing a separate bill. 


Mr. Thurber came to the conference 


with a message from the President. 


A report was in circulation that i1 


had beon decided to take the Senate 
bid', but Representative Strauss, aftei 
the conference, said no* course hac 
been decided upon and that the policy 
to be pursued was still a matter ol 
speculation.

Hill de- 
manded the ayes and nays. 


TQB debate that followed 
brought 


out the information that tbe House 
tariff conferees have the bill in their 
possession. Senator Faulkner declared 
that a plan was on foot to have the 
House aosept the Senale bill outright, 
and send it to the President for bis 
signature or veto." 


Just as tbe debate was promising 


developments, a motion by Cockerell 
to go into Executive sessions prevail- 
ed.

THIS OKIKNTAI. WAR. 


A Great Naval War In Progress—Con- 


flicting Reports. 


SHANGHAI, August 11.—A dispatch 


from Chee Foo says the Japanese at- 
;acked Port Hamilton (Port Arthur) 
yesterday evening and were repulaed. 
A despatch.to Chee Foo confirms the 
report. 


The Japanese fleet attacked tbe 


Chinese fleet at Wei Hai Wei yesterday 
morning, and were repulsed at one 
entrance to the harbor and subse- 
quenfly at tacked it at another entrauce. 
The dispatch says the Japanese made a 
daring attempt to capture the forts 
and arsenal at Wei Hai Wei. Tho 
Japanese attacked with a force of four 
raisers, and several smaller vessels 
holding tho advance. The first shots 
were exchanged at daylight, bat the 
Chinese were on the alert and their 


unners returned a vigorous fire from 


the forts. 


The Japanese apparently expected to 


;ake the Chinese by surprise while the 
latler's warships 
were away. 
Tho 


Chinese squadron, with the exception 
of some small gunboats and torpedo 
boats, sailed the day before for another 
port. The gunboats at the fort kept 
up such a well-directed flre that the 
Japanese were anable to onter the har- 
bor. The Chinese torpedo boats were 
ordered to advance, and as they did so 
tho Japanese fleet retired. The same 
fltot of Japanese attacked the harbor 
entrance later in tho day. The result 
was not known when tho dispatch was 
sent. 


A dispatch received at Shanghai says 


the second attempt of the Japanese 
fleet upon Wei Hai Wei has been de- 
feated. 


Another dispatch says the Pei Yang 


fleet is engaged with the Japanese fleet 
and a stubborn battle is being f ougb. 
Twenty-one ships are taking part.

Cholera Spending 'Westward nnd Ger- 


many Alarmed. 


BERLIN, August 11.—Cholera is slowly 


but steadily spreading westward. The 
disease. has obtained a foothold in 
nineteen Russian 
precincts, where 


deaths by hundreds are recorded daily. 
Cholera exists in seven districts of 
Qalicia and scores of deaths from tbe 
disease take place every day in that 
section. In Prussia, especially in Danl- 
io, tbe situation grows worse in spite 


of the closing of the frontier at Qolub 
on the River Drawens opposite Dob- 
rozin, Poland. The rest of Germany 
appears to be free from cholera,althoogh 
few sporadic cases have occurred here 
and there. 
BtTSSIA'S MOVEMENTS LOOKED UPON WITH 


SUSPICION. 


It is estimated that nearly 30,000 


Russian troops are in Eastern Siberia 
and they have with them sixty-four 
heavy guas. This, in connection with
